Will the Houseboys Come Out?. 


Other Guilds Dissatisfied. 


That the cargo and coal coolies 
are not likely to remain out for 
long was the general feeling this 
morning amongst those beat able 
to judge. More than one official 
of the coolie guilds complain of 
the hectoring spirit of the Ses- 
men’s Union and admit that in- 
timidation and threats brought 
their members out, They are 
gravely dissatisfied with the un- 
willingness to arbitrate here io 
Hongkong, considering that the 
seamen had declared themselves 
anxious to secure arbitration. All 
the indications, in fact, point to 
the strong probability of a bresk- 
up of the strike amongst the 
onions who have joined the 
samen. 


A Seaman’s Outspoken 
Comments. 


Meanwhile, from s.mamber of 
the Seamen’s Guild who asks us, 
forobrious reasons, to withhold 
his name, comes the following 
lotters— 

“Dear Sir,—It would not baa 
bad ides for the shipaing  com- 
panies to apply to the Govern- 
ment for help and for the authori- 
ties to supply them with Militarr 
and Naral ments load and dis- 
charge cargo from their ships 
whilst the coohes’ and seaman’s 
strikes are on, (xe shipping com- 
panies to compensate the men 
with pay. I think this would do 
some g204 in breaking the strike. 
A law should be made that al 
Labour or ather Guilds should be 
made to. psy heave registration 
fees, as also should all she heads. 
and officials of these Guilds; other- 
wise the Guilds should be pro 
hibited and the officials banished.

Officials A Bad Lot. 


“These Guild officials are a bad 
lot. They are the real instigators 
of strikes and it is through them 
and their intimidation that the 
other Guilds have gone on strike. 
The nightsoil coolies will be going 
on strike next through the off- 
cials’ intimidations, so that the 
strike will causa a great deal of 
trouble in Hongkong. These 
nightsoil coolies and other Labour- 
ers have been threatened by the 
officials of the Seamen's Guild 
that if they do not strike in 
sympathy with them they will be 
severely tortured, ill-treated and 
killed. The officials do not suffer. 
It. is we poor Isbourers 
who suffer. These officials are 
nothing but a bad, grabhing lot of 
rascals and they should be 
severely punished. . 

' “What do we poor labourers get 
for going on strike? Only a 
paltry sum of 40 to 50 cents per 
day, and some of us get nothing. 
No provision is made for our 
wives and {smilies. Woe have to 
pay high house rent end high 
prices for food from the above 
small amount alloted to us to 
keep up the strike. Whilst the

But closer 
inspection reversled ths: what

Stocks 
are getting very low and the 
price has been going up daily, 
until considerably hardship is 
being caused to the 
classes.

The Philippine Senate wentinto 
caucus om the 22nd. January and 
agreed in principle to the recoa- 
mendation of the Governor Gen- 
eral that aJoanin the amount of 
P45,003,000 be secured from the 
government ofthe United States 
toenable the Philippines to re- 
turn to the old Conant system 
end maintain the parity between 
the silver peso ani the golt 
standard peso, thus re-establish- 
ing the credit of the Philippine 
government at home and abroad. 

Secretary Albarto Harretto of 
the department of finance declar- 
ed teat he is greatly in favour of 
the securing of theloan. He siid 
a loan of this nature should have 


}been sacured a Jong time azo. 


Ho explained that accord- 
ing to praseat plans, there will be 
no need to sell bonds in the 
United States, as the money is to

Sbe accepted Sanator Root’s 
principles respecting China, 
agreed with resi generasity to 
accept the goodoffices of England 
and America for settling her dis- 
pate with China about Shantung, 
and accepted the American 
naval programme in principle, 
reserving at first only the ques- 
tion of replacements for dis- 
cussion. 


It waa soon seen, in short, that 
Japan appreciated the sincerity 
of tha naval offer of the United 
States, as well as the validity of 
Senator Root’s Chins principles, 
which were founded ona thorough 
study of the actual treaties con- 
tracted between foreign States 
end China. She went with 
the rest of usin herreadiness to 
abandon certain rights as scon 
as inn was ready to 
administer and keep order in 
Chinese territory, and accepted 
without enthusiasm, bat also 
withont demur, the merging of 
her alliance with us into « 
quadruple bond. By her con- 
ciliatory 6nd amiable disposition 
and by her frankness sbe showed 
a plain desire not to break with 
the.

CLUB SNOBBISHNESS. 


Soma words utterodin Leadon receatly by H.R.H. the Dake of 
York might wall form a Fruitful topic for canverzation amongst 
members of British social clubs in the Far Ess}. His Royal Higb- 
ness was visiting a London Club, and, in the course of a speech, he 
ssid the fact tha: membership of this particular institution was 
barred neither br class nor by cresd nor by party was an example 
which, if more generally followed, would be ao infinite belpin our 
national life. That sentiment, so well expressed by a brother of the 
Prince of Wales, ig, as we say, deserving of special notice amongst 
British communities'in the East, amongst whom, unhappily, there 
has grown up an unwrilten law whereby discrimination rs exercised 
in Club Lfa against = certain section of business men. We reter 
to the recail traders. In up>ringinz, in education, in general 
character, & retail man may bz abe tagiva ming points to numbers 
of shipping or commarcial assistants whom he meets out East, but, 
whereas men of the latter typ> will have no difficulty in getting on 
to tha membership rolis of moat social Clubs in this part of the 
world, the foruer will only be inviting a snub if he sboald be indis- 
cree: enough to apply to jain. 

To express the situation in otner words, tha retail man out 
Fast is automatically classed with the “ undesirables” in Club life. 
This, we deciare, is a typeof discrimination which has utterly 
outlived any utility or justification which it may ever have possass- 
ed.” It smacks of snobbishness, which is one of the most unpleasant 
characteristics of life amongst Europoan communities in the 
Far Ess. Jfit-could b2 contended, as of course it cannot seriously 
be, that.the retail trader is necessarily a leas worthy man than the 
wholesaler, eitzer in character or in business ability, we should be 
able to understand the implied objection felt towarda him. Ag 
things are, we can only attribute the continued persistence of the 
attitude either to sheer ignorance orto an inherent desire of some 
men to” ford it” over others. But, whatever the explanation may 
be, the circumstance which we are deploring does credit to no-dne, 
and. whatis more, it is in absolute oppasition" to the spirit of the 
age in which we live. 

We are aware, of course, of the fashion in vogue at Home in 
former times when anyone connected in the least degree with 
“trade was disdained by the aristocracy and the professions. But 
recent yeara have seen the breaking dewn of much of this old-time 
prejudice, until nowadays Lonours and titles are bestowed on the 
heads of our leading retail houses in the Old Country with almost 
amazing prodigality. Nevertheless, wa can only account for this 
discyimination shawn in Colonial Club life as being an offshoot of 
‘that antipathy of otberdays.. But with these Clubmen there is, 
seemingly, trado and trade. You may, apparently, sella keg of 
nails to a Chinese broker; you must not be guilty of selling » piano 
ore suite of furniture to a customer for hizown use. : 

Ian Hay, whois well-koown to Hongkong readers, has some 
pungent observations on such nice distinctions as these in one of his 
books. He says:— You may become a Iand-agent without loss of 
caste; presumably because you cannot possibly make mouey out of 
becoming a» Iand-agent. You may also become a. stockjobber, 
possiply because a stockjobber’s earnings cannot by eny stretch of 
the imagioation be regarded as the fruit of houest toil. . . , You 
May even go upon the stage, in a gentlemanly sort of way.

Shantung Settlement. 

Among a stream of cables from 
Washington, where the Con- 
ference, after lengthy dolibera- 
tions, appears to be winding up 
business post-baste, is one which 
proclaims the settlement of the 
long-pending Shantung question, 
Tho axact terms ara not indicat- 
ed, but as tha announcament was 
made by Mr.. Hughes, the 
Tit 2 States Secretary of State, 
toe plenary session of tha Con- 
ference and was received with 
loud app'ause all round, thare ara 
grounits for assuming that a 
vexatious question has really 
been disposed of. Theo Jap- 
anese delegat2, Baron Shidehara 
(Japanese Ambassador at Wash- 
ington) thanked Mr. Balfourand 
Mr. Hughes for their good offices, 
thus paying a tribute to the 
valu2,of Anglo-American madia- 
tion, while Mr. Szo (the Cainese 
Minister at Wasbington) ex- 
pressed the belief that the 
sattlament would remove all 
possibility of ~ Sino-Japanese 
misunderstanding, and if it dows 
that nobody can say that the 
Conference, apart from other 
achieavaments, has been fn vaio. 
Mr. Balfour rounded-off the 
exchange of amenities by 
declaring that Britain was most 
gratified, and added some words 
foreshadowing the return of 
Wei-hai-wei, which was broached 
some weeks ago. We await 
more particulars than are 
vouchsafed at the moment bsfore 
commenting ‘in any detail 
upon these matters; but prima 
facie the news respecting 
Shantung provides a subject for 
general congratulation.

CATHAY’S FAR WEST. 


-From 1906 io 1998 Sir Aurel 
Stein under tha orders of the 
Government of India entered upon 
his second archaelological expedi- 
tion to Central Asia, anc in 1912 
ha published a personal narrative 
of his experiences under tha title 
of “Ruins of Desert Cathay.” 

‘Interrupted doubtiess by the war, 
it was only at tha close of last 
yeat that he was able to produce 
the detailed account. The work, 
published bv the Clarendon Presa,

expansion ‘inta Central Asia.” 
The physical hardships encoun- 
tered were great. but mreat, too, 
was therewxard. The excavations 
at various sites im Turkestan and 
Westernmost Chian- (Kansu) 
yielded an extraordinary wealth 
of manuscripts, paintings, and 

- agtiques. And what a mingling of 

. peeplesandlanguagesand reliziors 
-wak here. Sanskrit manuscripts 

- thtte were in abundance and 

' Cthine. and Tibetan, and besides 

‘theae pre- Mabormedan Turkish 
_maousccripts i” the ancten’ 
“Runic’ and Urgur scripts, and 
records in an ancient Indo 
European language « conven- 
tionally known as Sogdian and 
‘only re-discovered and decipher- 
‘ed in this century. : 

Moat of the literary and artistic 
remains illustrate the epread of 

“'Baddhism in Central Asia, and 
the paintings are remarkably in- 
teresting as indicating the con- 
vergence af the Graeco-Indiao 
and Chinese styles of art, while 
in ‘the colouring and patterns of 
the textiles there are stronz sug- 

- gestions of tastes aud conventions 

-decorative art of Turkestan to 
this day. Tslamic influences also 
were discernible, and at one tive 
Nestorian Christians “contributed 
their share to the medley of 
competing civilizations. . There 
woresites abandoned to the desert 
in the third century, others that 
were inbabited as late es the 
eighth. In one place Sir Aurel 
Steir rejoiced in the discovery of 
agarden of witbered fruit-trees 
that bad blossomed and borne 

trait. when the emperors were 
still reigningin Rome. At another 

_spot he excavated the remains 
of a fort cocupied by Tibetans in 
the eighth-ninth century, and 
recovered hundreds of Tibetan 
commissariat and trading records, 
In Tun-Huang, in Westernmost 
Khina, he. traced for 140 miles 

-the remains of 2 frontier wall 
erected by the Hao Emperor 
Wu-ti towards the end of the 
second century B,C. in order to 
guide the line for China's ex- 
pension into Central Asia agaiost 
the raids of the Huns. He 


followed the route of Marco Polo, 


Weaternmoat!:,, 


Tsang, whose account 


jonrney in the seventh century 
ia ona of the most valuable 
sources for the topography. of 
Central Asia. . 

Tho narrative is almost be- 
wildering in. the variety of 
intarest, but no part of itis more 
exciting than the dccount of the 
visittothe “Caves ofthe Thousand 
Buddhas.” in the south of the 
Tun-Husng region, where walls 
of rock are honeycombed with 
cave-shrinea’ richly decorated 
with Buddhist frescoes and stucco 
sculptures, almost deserted pow 
and tit! revered. A quaint 
Taoist priest had constituted 
himself guardian of the relics. 
and eventually he gave Sir 
Aurel an immense collection of 
MSS. in many languages. It 
needa a apacialist fully to realise 
the value of the author's 
researches, but his wonderful 
narrative must be fascinating to 
any reader. - 


Someone had the happy idea of 
making a collection of nearly 300 
bumorons drawings and cartoons 
by the Iste FL H. Townsend, tne 
firs: ari editor of Punch, and 
Messrs. Cassell have published 
these bandsomely bound in 2 
thick quarto. “Fred * Townsend. 
as bis admirers ca led him. 
was a2 vigorous dcrauchtaman: 
with a Kean sansa of humour, 
and tae drawings Uthat pe 
has left will minister to our 
sense of merriment for many a 
long day to come. Mr. Bernard 
Partridge, in a happily conceived 
foreword, pays an sffectionate 

wre to his Inte colleague. 

During the Taet two or three 
years several voluines have ap- 
peared with the announcement 
that the authors, or authoresses, 
wroteltbhem in childhood days. 
“-Phe Young Visitor” and Pearl 
Opals Nature poems at once recor 
tothe mird. The latest is a lite!’ 
argosy of rhymes called ™ Petals: 
A Girl’s Thoughts in Nature.” by 
Viole} Churchman, concerning 
which a Londonecritic s‘s:es: The 
poems collected in this little 
brochure reflec: avery real feel- 
for nature and show a gift of 
expression rare in a child. Her 
handling of metre is stire, and the 
natural words and expressions in 
which her verses are dressed are 
gteatiy to he commended. 

A pampnlet by Luigi Carnovale 
onthe Disarmament Conference 
reaches us fram the Italian. 
American Publishing Co., Chicago 
(25 cts.). Signor Carnovale’s thesis 
ja that the Washington Confer- 
ence is foredoomed to failure in 
respect of the armaments ques- 
tion, because “armamenis never 
were the cause—and much less 
the only cause—of war.” For 
this reason the author redards 
the League of Nations also, and 
indeed ali Leagues, Treaties, and 
Conventions, as unavailing. His 
temedy is the abolition of 
neutrality on the principle that 
all countries should go to the 
aid of the weaker, or the victithis- 
ed side. So faras his reasoning 
is valid, it seems to be pretty 
much on all-fours with thr 
principle of the League of 
Nations, which becondemns, The 
declared purpose of the League 
(Art. X.)} was to combina. in 
tendering assistance against 5 
transgressor, Signor Carnovale 
has elaborated his by pothesis ip 
his work: “Why Italy Entered inte 
the “World War,” from which 
the chapter “Human Solidarity” 
is reprinted in this pamphlet, 
and at least merits a perusal. 


MARINE ENGINEERS’ 
CERTIFICATES. 


Anomaly of Home Gorern- 

ment’s Rules for Hongkong. 

Marine engineers on the Chins 
Coast who desire to sit at Hong- 
kong to qualify for a second-class. 
or a first-class certificate of com- 
petency are, under conditions at 
present obtaining, in # position 
somewhatinvidious. Uuder the 
inviolable rules under which an 
engineer presenting himself for 
examination at Hongkong is 
bound, that engineer, In order to 
qualify for a certificate of com- 
petency, is required to be fully 
conversant with. and able te 
answer any questions on internal 
combustion machinery ss applied 
to the propulsion of ships, in ad- 
ditiun to the usual’subjects con- 
nected with marine engines the 
basic motive power of which is 
steam. The anomaly is that, 
while he is expected to be fully 
au fait with internal combustion 
engines, and inability to answer 
questions on this subject is liable 
to fail him for his certificate, 
thera is no regulation whereby, 
having passed to the satisfaction 
ofthe Goverament Marine Sur- 
veyor at Hon who is vested 


of axamining bim, 
ay be endorsed to 


assume charge of the engines of 


a motorship, sudject to his com- 


pliance with the regulations as 


regards qualifsing service in 
moatorshipa. . oe 

There can be no donbt that tha 
present system is distinctly unfair 
to the marine e-gineers on the 
China Coast, many of whom have 
actually served for ‘the specified 
period in motorships, possess & 
thorough and practical knowledge 
of internal combustion engines, 
and yet, sd long as they remain 
on the China Coast, are debarred 
from having their qualifications 
in this respect recognized by the 
authorities, We have in frontof 
usas we write a letter (No. M. 
1431021 of 15-12-1921). written 
by the Secretary of the Marcan- 
tile Marina Department of the 
Board of Trader. in which is 
stated: 7 2. provided son 
ean produce rvid-nce of en ficient 


services in matar vessels of tie} 


requisite hors--power cuther in 
His Majesty's Navy or elsewhere, 
you wilt be elig:bla to sit for the 
necessary examination. 


Tam, however, to state that it 
will net be pos-ible far you to be 
examined in Hongkong; the 
neceagary examination must take 
place in the CT nited Kingdom, nor 
cain your certiticate be endorsed 
without such examination.” 

As to the meaning of the above 
ruling there can be no donbt, yet 
we have at Hongkong a Govern- 
mentofficial who, in conducting 
an etamination for what i3 in 
most cases essectially-- “steam” 
certificate. has the power, and, 
we unders‘acd, uses it, of putting 
questions in regard to internal 
combustion engines. Should the 
candidate sitting at Hongkong 
fail to satisfy the examiner 
on this subject, he may 
be" fsited for his certificate, 
no matter how  creditably 
he mas acquit himself in regard 
co the essential subject of the 
examination, the machinery of a 
steamship. ‘What renders the 
conditions obtaining at Hongkong 
so unfair to the candidate is the 
facz that a candidate sitsing at 
Home ucder practically similar 
conditions may havehiscertificate 
éndorsed for internal combustion. 
engines, if he has served in 
a metorsbip for the prescribed 
period and passes the examina- 
tion, We understand, incidental- 
ly, that the sole responsibility for 
the conditions prevailing at 
Hongxong in this respect rests 
solely with the bureaucrats at 
Home and not with the Hengsong 
Government. If the system of 
making an engineer sitting at 
Yonskonge answer questions in 
marine motors is to he persisted in, 
there appears ne. earthls. reason 
why arrangements should not be 
made for engineers to qualify for 
motors at Hongkong and to have 
thetr certificates endorsed to that 
effect, provided they comply with 
requirements in ether respects. 

As matters stand at present, a 
marine engineer on the China 
Coast, having served in motor- 
ships, studied internal combustion 
engines and qualfied in the sub 
ject, thouzh possessing no officiat 
recognition of the fact.is officially 
debarred from taking charge of 
engines which in most cases the 
present system ensures that be 
knows all about. There was"e 
case at Shanghai recently where 
an auxiliary schooner needed the 
services of an engineer, 
and though several men were 
available who had served in 
motorships, knew all about the 
engines of motor vessels and had 
been under the examining fre of 
the Examiner at Hongkong on 
the very subject of marine 
motors, not one of them wags 
qualified officially to take on the 
position. Such a state of ‘affairs 
13 not fair either to the engineers 
er to the owners of motorships or 
auxiliary motorships: in these 
parts, and can act only as # 
retarding influence on ‘the 
operation of motor vessels in Far 
Eastern waters. Nox is it fair to 
the British Consuls at ports in 
these parts, for in a case where 
there is a doubt as to the eligi- 
bility of an engineer to serve ina 
motor vessel, itis on the Consul 
that the duty devolves of 
deciding “yes” or “no.” * - 

Motorships bave been among 
the accepted order. of things for 
more than ten years, bot the 
regulation concerning ther, not 
only in regard to engineers “but 
in other matters besides, have 
failed to keep pace with 
the development of that 
class of vessel ag an 
ocean carrier; and it is re- 
grettable yet incontrovertible that 
though the nomber of marine 
motors on the Chine, Coast ia 

owing evety week, there are 
sreolutely no local facilities for 
an engineer to have his certificate 
endorsed in respect of this class 
of machinery.—-Shipping aad En- 
gineering. wot
